The .secretary at 
oneo ; took f. steps to - learn iiowitliis 
cot'ild have happened'. ft was apparent, 
that had not I'rof. L'a.silcar's iittcnt ion 
been directed t.o ihe.sc jilates iliey 
would have been wiiliin reach of any 
of the watchman, to have been picked 
up during thu night and to have been 
returned again during tiie day, .so the 
transfer could easily have been made.

allow him to close the yafe.s. iJn 
came into thi; room just as iSell was 
about closing them and warned the 
custodian that the .safes should not be 
closed until the secretary gave orders. 
From this- on the secretary of tli« 
treasury took eharge and it was not 
until G:.'10 o'clock last night the gre.it 
safes were elosed. .Meanwhile- the 
combination of the safes had been call- 
eil for by the secretary ami by him 
cJianged so the .safes when- clqsed'Mtist 
night were closed on a coniljination 
known only tothe secretaiy.

Col. Irish told ■ him that he rlid not 
liave them in his po.s.session and bad 
no information to givt; liiin on iho Siuli- 
ject. About iialf past three Mr P.ell 
was informed the dies were in possess- 
ion of the secretary of the treasury. 
He was at the same time handed a lel- 
t(M- from the secretary dismi.ssing him.

— "'SThat a Travollor May Do. 

(I'rovideiifc Journal.) 

Another .advance has been made in 
photography. Every tra\'eller, or every 
person whatsoever, must have wished at 

Hiime time or other tliat he or she was an 
artist — a painter, sketcher, or draughts- 
man or draughtswoman; that this motm- 
tain, that lake, this here or that there, 
coidd be put down in black and white and 
carried away. It m.ay or may not be 
true, but it is said that art studies are 
pursued with more ze;d in picturesque 
pI.aceB, and th.at pupils in drawing and 
sketching arc more numerous and more 
diligent after the summer travel is com- 
pleted. A pupil remarked: "'By next 
season 1 shall be able to sketch the glen ." 
NaliU'ois the great teacher, and in.Mpirea 
ihc student to imitate and to erptal. 

But this striviiig with the pencil to re- 
produce natiiro or anything nha is now 
unnecessary. A photographic ai)paratu8 
has been invented by whicli every travel- 
ler or any one may sketch by photo- 
graphy.

When a bit of scenery comes in 
vio>v .tljaji is. wprth taking away, or an old 
inill,%arh,- iijuse, group qranylhing takes 
your~faiicy," you unhurness, place the 
camera j^n a tiipod, and in a twinkling 
you hitVf 'tho""object in view transferred 
to a prepared plate, which may be "de- 
veloped" when your travels arj over. 
Every time the train stops for lunch, 
which is very often in the West, for the 
people must be supported, the photo- 
graphic 'artist may "take" the whole town 
while the other passengers are lunching. 
Very far West the conductor of the train 
would wait, probably, for the artist to 
photograph, develop, sell and realize on 
the spot before he went on to the next

This photographer's outfit is very 
moderate in cost and can bo operated by 
any one, thougli he may have no k-iiow- 
ledge previously of photography.

And when they have looked .star 
vtition in the face, then they may ring 
a bell which means: "Help u», wo 
are famishing:" Perhaps you take Ihein 
nothiilg eatable, but you place on tho 
ledge of the cut orange, by which yon ait, 
some money, demanding in return their 
"cartolini," or little |ia[iers. The barrel 
turns sio«rly round, then bark again, ami 
you find on tho ledge where yoii had laid 
your lire a ptiper of "cartolini." These 
are very sinall^ thin, light-printed slips, 
nearly folded in tiny packets, three to 
each packet, which, if you swallow in 
faith, will cure yon of all disease. .\fu r 
your talk is ended, the barrel turns round 
once.moire and pro.ionts it.K face as of an 
inmtJVablo and iniienetrable looking bar- 
rier.' One of tho ]iretly Iradilioiia of 
Itome is that each iiister has her day, 
when ahi) throws a llower over the eon 
vent wall as a sign to hor watching friends 
llmi she is still alivt;. Wlu'ii she has 
been gatherod to tlic majority the llower 
is not thrown, and tho veil has fallen fm' 
ever. 



POOR PERU. 

Ho'w Ber Condition Strikes an Amor- 
icaa Naval Officer. . . 

The following extnicts from a pnv.ite 
letter of an .Vmerieaii n.ival ollieor st.i- 
tioiied .It Callao, Peru, dated .April L'llth, 
gives some- interesting inf.irniation: — 

Both Lima and Cillao seem perfectly 
dead at present. Nothing of interest has 
occurred since we have been heie. \a 
the people are poor, anil the prices of 
eveiylliing very high, there must be a 
gre:ii deal of siitl'eriny. ('>ue sees aiij- 
nuinher of old women begging nii the 
strei't corners, who look vcuy destitule, 
a.s if they htid no one to take c;ire of 
thoin. Thoy seem very grateful for a 
Iritle whenever anyone gives it to them; 
hut 1 fancy they do not receive much by 
the way of cluirity, except from foreigners 
and iiaviil oHieers. Tho Chilians, liow- 
evi'i', seem lo Ije all right, and the otiieers 
of tlie army ami navy, wlioni one sees 
about the street.s, aeein to lie well clothed 
and fed, and to mind the ell'ects of the 
war very lit tie. The theatres and bull- 
lights are well patronized by tlieiu. On 
la.sl Sunday, 1 uinlerstood th;il a regiinont 
of Chilian troojis was marched out lo the 
bull ring to ."ee the tight. When there is 
such an enormous diti'ereiice bctiveen tho 
victors and the vanquished, it iloes not 
seem as if the Peruviana would .ice the 
necessity of making pi'uee. 

They can certainly lonie for nothing 
better as long as the Chilians rem;iiii liere 
levying contributions ami eonstanlly eat 
ing up everything in the country. The 
revenue which the Chilians make thoiii 
pay i.s far more than they ctin tifl'ord, and 
is likely to continue us long as they P!iil 
111 accept the conditions of Chili. It is 
CO be hoped that Mv. Treacott may be 
able to secure uonie in. .dilieations of these 
terms, lie cert.iinly deserves .ionio re- 
ward for his labors hero, for he is work- 
ing very hard. He left the l. nitod .States 
ship Lackawanna to go on horseback si.xty 
miles into the. in'erior to .see the acting 
president of Peiii, .'\lr. .MoiiU:ro. and i-ii- 
deavour to imluee liiin t.) come to some 
niiderstaiiding with tlie Chilians. The 
roads are nearly iinpas.saiile and iravelliii;^ 
so ditliciilt that tlie hors'j of an otlieer 
who .accompanied Mr. Ti-escoti brtiko 
down on the way. Mr. Trdscott is pro- 
bably he le.iding diplomat in the rnited 
States, and it is to be hoped tliilfor 
I he sake of Peril his advice nl ly In' 
accepted, thus teriiiiiial ing a lUo.ii iiii- 
happy and useless struggle.
